IOC CONTRIBUTION OF $6,000 (STAFF). 

2. BEASLEY WAS SURPRISED TO LEARN OF APPARENT UNEP 
NEGATIVE REACTION, SINCE HE HAD BEEN LED TO BELIEVE 
ON BASIS EARLIER CONTACTS THAT PROJECT WOULD BE 
SUPPORTED. HE NOTED FURTHER THAT PROPOSAL HAD 
STRONG ENDORSEMENT OF PROGRAM COORDINATOR OF 
POLLUTION MONITORING AND RESEARCH PROGRAM FOR 
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3. MISSION WOULD APPRECIATE LEARNING, IE POSSIBLE,
